declares that all claims to rent ia respect of 
land in the New Territorics shall be heard 
and determined by the Land Court, and 
provides in Jien thereof that rent in the 
New Territories is to he recovered before 
the Bapreme Conrt when the rent olnimed 
exceeds $200 and beforo a Magistrate when 
the sam claimed dogs not exceed that amount. 
After consideration and from the experience of 
the past the Government have come to the con- 
clusion that.in the case of claims over $200 the 
partios should be admitted to the privilego of a 
hoaring in the’ Supreme Court in its Original 
or Summary Jnrdisdiction according to the 
amount involved, where the advantago of legal 
assistance can readily boobtained.

In an article on problems in naval architec.

juestion. whether hollow or straight lines confer 
che greutest advantage in a ship. If » hollow 
ine warship pil 
ship her guns cannot bo fired with the same 
degree of accuracy aa would otherwise bo the 
case. This is more important where bow fire is 
boing ntilised to the fullest extent in s chasing 
fight, when the cruiser must make her best 
speed. Tho question, therefore, to be doter- 
inivd js as 10 whether these hollow lines confer 
wm advantage in speed to compensate for the 
Weged tendoricy toward increased pitching. 
The contention ix {made that even in Channel 
steamers, where length is alco restricted owing 
:o the limited dimensions of harbours, it hag 
not been found necessary to adopt hollow lines. 
A factor in the pitcbing of the ship is the 
-pelntion of the length of the ship to the length 
or period of the wavo; and in the design. of 
British ernisers attention is snid to b« given to 
tho fact thot the waves iv tho English Channel 
—the probable .vonue of our naval actions of the 
faiuire—are much shorter than'in the Atlantic, 
and that consequently a short ship will be more 
suitable there, while ou the Atluntic the long 
ship will give a better result.
